E have here at prefent intolerable Heats, 
beyond what was felt in forme: Years ;

thei Line, which eccafion an extraord nary De- 
fertion ainoog them; aad chofe that come over 
(0 us, are immediately fenr elfewhere. Our Go- 
vernor has orde.ed a great Quantity of Ammuni- 
tioa :o be cariy‘d ro our Upper Works, to be pre- 
pared againft all Events; though we expeét thet 
the new Convencion fign’d at Seville the 6ch of 
June, will produce great Alterations; and even 
hope our Communication and Commerce on the 
Land-fide will be opened again as foon as Don 
Carlos is fafely arrived in Italy. © There are now 
in our Bay bug three"Men of War and nine Mer- 
chant Ships We have no News from Barbary, 
except that all is quiet in’ that Kingdom; that 
King Viuley Abdallah was fiill at iiquenez ; 
but was preparing to break up with his Aimy ; 
that ‘Provifions were ‘now very plenty and cheap 
both there and at Sallee ; and chat they had had 
a good Marvel. 
Rome, Fuly 28.” When the two new Cardinale

Santa Crux in South Barbary, June 27. O. S. 
The Wars betwixt the Mountaineers and the 
People inhabiting the Plain, between them and 
us, have prevented any Copper or other Goods 
being brought to this Town of late, which has 
been and is a great Prejudice to the Trade; the 
Shigs in Port and Sound lately failed not being 
able co get theis Cargoes. 


Dublin, Aug. 3- Hay I's rifen from Ss. to 
10 and 113. per Load; but Corn, Wool, and 
other Goods continue pretty reafonable. 


Edinburgh, Aug. 5. Several melancholy Ac. 
counts are come to hand fince our laft, of Mif. 
fortunes by the late dreadful Thunder and Lighr- 
ning, particularly fiom Caldonhead; near Tra. 
quere, one William Clufhehn a Shepherd was 
killed in the Fields. 

From Gilmeton on Galla Water, that a Farmer 
pe his Daughter, and a young Man, were alfo 

illed. 

From Colrofs in Perrhfhire, that a Servane 
Lad was k Iled as he was going out with Dinner 
to the Herds. 

From Blackford in that Shire, that two Men 
were killed near that Place. 

From Teacoldale, that three or four Per. 
fons, fome Honfes, Black Cattle and Sheep were 
alfo killed, 

From Coupar in Fife, that a poor Man was 
killed within four Miles of that Place.

Bifoop-Auckland, Auz.1. On Friday laft, be- 
tween the Hours of Four and Five in the Even- 
ing, there happen’d a very dreadful Storm of 
Thunder and Lightning, attended with a Shower 
of Hailftones, fuch as few People living have 
known ; which in a great Meafure broke all the 
Windows in this Town, as alfo the Neighbour- 
hood (which 4ac'd the South) out of which 
the Storm came ; the Damage occafioned by the 
bueaking of the Windows, is computed to a con- 
fiderable Sum of Money, befides the Damage 
done to the ripen'd Corn; and on Saturday, 
about the fame Hours, began another fearful 
Storm of Thunder and Lightning, attended with 
avery great Fail of Rain.

Colman, his Majefty’s Minifter Plenipotentiary 
at Parma, with an Account, ‘Phat a Convention 
had been figned at Florence between the Spanifh 
Minifters there, and thofe of the Great Duke of 
Tufcany, for fetcling the Family Concerns be- 
tween the King of Spain 20 his Highnefs, and 
his Sifter the EleGtorefs Dowager Palatine, with 
refpe&t to che immedia’e Succeflion of the Infante 
Don Carlos to that Dutchy ; and that as a Mark 
of their particular Regard for hs Royal Hizh- 
nefs, the Great Duke and the k!etorefs had in- 
vited him to come and :efide at Florence as Pre- 
fumptive Heir to that Srate. 

The next Day, arother of his Majefty’s Mef- 
fengers arsived with Letters from Mr. Keene, his 
Majefty’s Minifter Plenipotentiary at the Court 
of Spain, of rhe 26th of laft Month, N. S. with 
an Account, that Orders were given for fitting 
out with al] Expedition the Squadron of his Ca: 
tholick Majefty’s Ships that wes to attend the 
Introdu&ion of the Spanifh Garrifons, and that 
the General Officers and the Regiments were 
named for chat Purpote. 

Mr. Keene adds, that the moft precife anc 
pofitive Orders had been fent by feveral Advice- 
Boats to the Weft Indies, for preventing the un 
lawful Proceedings of the Guarde Coftas and 
other Spanifh Ships in thofe Parts, which were 
agaim to be repeated by the Officer who is to 
cominand the Azopues Ships that would fhortly 
fail thither ; and that the Goverrors of §. Do- 
mingo and Porto Rico, who had been mofl ie. 
markable for countepancing and encouraging the 
Depredations upon the Subjeéts of Great Britain 
trading in thofe Parts, had been divefted of their 
Employments, and were fent for home, to anfwer 
for the feveral Mifdemeanors which were laid to 
their Charge. 

The King of Spain bas appointed his Com. 
miffaries to meet thofe of Great Britain, in order 
to fettle and determine the refpe&ive Claims and 
Demands of the two Kingdoms, agreeable to the 
Treaty of Seville. And, 

His Catholick Majefty has alfo ordered, that 
the Charles Brigantine of Gibraltar, which we 
gave an Account fome time fince of being taken 
on the Coaft of Barbary, by the Conde Clavijo’s 
Squadron, and cartied into Carthagena, for ha- 
ving Moors and Moorifh Effe&s on board, be 
forthwith fet at Liberty.
